MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


The  New  Orleans  University  offers  the  only  opportunity  where 
both  sexes,  irrespective  of  race  or  color,  are  permitted  to  pursue  a 
course  of  medical  study  on  terms  of  equality,  in  the  State  of  Louisi- 
ana.    This  fact  alone  should  ensure  a  large  attendance. 

Graduates  of  any  respectable  college  will  be  granted  the  diploma  of 
this  college  upon  attending  a  full  course  of  lectures  and  passing  a 
satisfactory  examination  before  the  faculty.  All  graduates  in  Medi- 
cine in  this  school  are,  by  its  charter,  admitted  to  the  practice  of 
Medicine. 

The  Course  of  Study  embraces  everything  usually  given  in  Medi- 
ca- schools,  and  will  be  found  in  detail  in  a  circular  published  for 
general  distribution. 

In  the  mode  of  inHtructwn,  a  distinctive  feature  will  be  the  union

of  clinical  and  didactic  teaching.  The  charter  of  the  University 
gives  free  access  for  the  medical  students  to  the  New  Orleans  Charity 
Hospital,  one  of  the  largest  and  best  institutions  of  the  kind  in  the 
United  States.  The  clinical  lectures  will  be  given  in  the  hospital, 
where  the  class  can  study  by  observation  as  well  as  by  hearing.  All 
other  lectures  will  be  given  in  the  University  building. 

Tlw  expenses  for  one  year,  are  as  follows:  Matriculation  fee,  $5.00; 
Recitations,  Clinics  and  Lectures,  $50.00;  Dissection  Ticket,  $10.00. 
Total,  $()5.00. 

Good  board  can  be  had  at  $12.00  per  month  and  upward. 

(rraduation  fee,  $25.00. 

The  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  are: 
First,  the  candidate  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  of  good 
moral  character.  Second,  he  must  have  attended  three  full  years  of 
medical  lectures  in  a  regular  medical  college,  the  last  of  which  must 
be  in  this  Institution.  Third,  he  must  have  attended  the  dissections 
in  this  school  during  the  time  he  was  a  student  thereof.  Fourth,  he 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  branches  taught.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


HISTOKICAL. 

TVi»^  New  Orleans  "Lhiiversity  received  its  Charter  from  the  Legis- 
lature of  Louisiana  March  22,  1873.  The  Charter  established  the 
University  in  or  near  Nev^  Orleans,  and  authorized  the  opening  and 
control  of  preparatory  schools  in  any  Parish  of  the  State.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  Board  of  fifteen  Trustees  must  be  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  The  University,  "in  the  matter  of 
receiving  and  iustructing  students,  shall  make  no  distinction  as  to 
race,  color,  sex,  or  religious  belief,  excej)t  in  the  department  of  the- 
ology, in  which  the  professors  shall  be  members  of,  and  the  instruc- 
tions be  in  accordance  with  the  doctrines  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church."  For  several  Years  before  the  organization  of  the  Univer- 
sity, the  Union  Normal  School  and  Thomson  Biblical  Institute  were 
sustained  and  did  good  w^ork,  and  were  merged  into  the  present 
Institution. 

The  University  is  supported  by  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Kev.  R.  S.  Rust,  D.  D.,  Corresponding 
Secretary,  as  were  also  the  former  schools.  The  first  purchase  of 
property  was  made  in  1868,  and  in  1873  a  second  purchase  was 
made  of  an  adjoining  property.  The  buildings  and  lots  cost  over 
$:iO,000.00.  The  location  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  city,  being  in 
Avhat  is  known  as  the  Garden  District,  and  immediately  fronting  the 
Coliseum  Square,  a  large  and  beautiful  public  park.  It  is  easy  of 
access  from  all  parts  of  the  city  by  street  cars. 


ADMISSION. 

Candidates  for  admission  must  bring  satisfactory  testimonials  of 
good  character,  subscribe  to  the  rules  of  the  University,  and  pass 
the  lequired  examinations.  Applicants  coming  from  other  institu- 
tions of  learning  will  be  required  to  bring  evidences  of  their  good 
standing  therein. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  Theological  Department,  intending 
to  enter  the  Methodist  Ministry,  will  be  required  to  bring  certificates 
from  their  Quarterly  Conferences  that  they  are  in  the  judgment  of 
the  church  called  to  preach.  Properly  endorsed  licenses  as  Exhorters 
V  Local  Preachers  will  be  accepted  as  Quarterly  Conference  certifi- 
cates. 2 
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DEGEEES. 

Those  students  who  complete,  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  the  full 
classical  course,  will  be  entitled  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Those  who  complete,  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  the  scientific  course, 
will  be  entitled  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

Those  students  who  complete  the  course  in  Medicine  and  pass  a 
satisfactory  examination,  will  receive  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi- 
cine. 

Students  completing  the  Biblical  course  will  receive  suitable 
Diplomas. 

EXPENSES  AND  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

Twenty-five  young  men  can  be  accommodated  in  the  buildings,  and 
they  will  be  boarded  for  ten  dollars  a  month  of  four  weeks,  including 
room  rent  and  washing.  Boarding  in  private  families,  near  by  the 
University,  can  be  secured  at  about  the  same  rates. 

Young-  ladies  can  find  boarding  in  good  private  families  at  ten  dol- 
lars a  month  of  four  weeks. 

An  incidental  fee  of  one  dollar  per  month  is  charged  all  students, 
except  those  in  the  Theological  and  Medical  Departments. 

There  are  no  tuition  fees. 

LITEEARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Hesperian  Society  is  an  organization  in  the  school  having  for 
its  object  the  cultivation  of  the  minds  and  manners  of  the  students. 
Literary  exercises  and  entertainments  by  the  students  form  a  part  of 
the  regular  school  duties. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Faculty  to  make  thorough  v^ork  of  instruc- 
tion and  to  this  end  examinations  will  be  held  at  the  close  of  each 
term,  and  no  student  will  be  advanced  in  any  course  until  he  has 
mastered  the  required  studies.  Examinations  will  be  both  written 
and  oral. 

GOVEENMENT. 

The  rules  of  government  are  few  and  simple.  Each  student  is 
expected  to  do  right  of  his  or  her  own  accord.  Whenever  it  becomes 
necessary,  however,  to  administer  discipline,  it  will  be  done  without 
fear  or  favor. 
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THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

It  is  the  design  to  make  this  department  meet  the  demands  press- 
ing upon  the  colored  people  of  the  Southwest  for  more  educated 
ministers.  Those  called  to  the  ministry  will  be  welcomed,  no  matter 
Avhat  their  educational  advantages  have  been,  and  such  instructions 
given  them  as  will  help  them  in  preparing  to  preach. 

A  few  Theological  students,  who  show  especial  good  qualities  and 
yet  have  no  money,  will  be  helped  to  a  limited  extent. 

WHO  WILL  AID? 

The  New  Orleans  University  needs  aid^  The  present  buildings 
are  already  too  small,  and  the  interests  of  the  Institution  require 
new  and  larger  buildings.  We  have  the  ground  and  a  most  excel- 
lent location.  Will  not  some  generous  friend,  to  whom  the  Lord  has 
given  means,  come  to  our  aid,  and  do  that  which  will  bless  mankind 
and  place  his  name  among  the  great  philanthropists  of  the  age  ? 

Our  library  needs  enlarging;  and  any  gifts  of  books  from  individ- 
uals or  publishing  houses  will  be  thankfully  received. 

One  hundred  dollars  a  year  will  pay  the  expenses  of  a  young  man 
m  the  Theological  Department.  In  what  way  can  a  like  amount  of 
money  be  contributed  to  do  more  good  ?  Contributions  to  this  fund 
can  be  sent  to  Dr.  Rust,  at  Cincinnati,  or  direct  to  the  President.
